JERUSALEM (JP)—Israel has informed the United States that 
the recent speech by Henry A. Byroade, assistant secretary of state, 
before the Council for Judaism Saturday “is liable to impose a 
severe strain on Israeli-American friendship. 

Israel’s message was given the U. S. charge d’affaires Monday 
at the embassy in Tel Aviv, under instructions by Prime Minister 
Moshe Sharett. 

Israel objected specifically to Byroade’s suggestion that the 
Jewish State’s policy of unlimited immigration by Jews from 
throughout the world could develop a need for subsequent terri- 
torial expansion. 

The note given to the charge d’affaires read as follows: 

“The Israel Government regards the passage on immigration 
in the address made by the United States Assistant Secretary of 
State as an unjustified interference in matters which are purely 
Israel’s coricern. subject entirely to her own sovereign judgment. 

“The right of every Jew to emigrate to Israel is a fundamental 
part of Israel policy and legislation. The Government deeply re- 
grets the attempt made by an official spokesman of the United 
States Government to dispute that principle, which is liable to ims 
pose a severe strain on Israel-American friendship.”

At the Academy, the superintendent told him, “If you’d 
give less attention to those scientific things and more to your 
naval gunnery, there might come a time when you will know 
enough to be of some use to your country.” 

After graduation, he taught chemistry and physics at the 
Academy. There, he first began his light-measuring experiments, 
His finding that light travels 186,213 miles a second paved the 
way for Einstein’s theory of relativity. 

He devised an instrument called the interferometer with 
which scientists could measure the diameter of the stars for the 
first time. Michelson, winner of the Nobel Prize, was still car 
rying on experiments just before he died.

EAR Mr. Pearlroth: I have been reading with interest your , 
column ... I would be delighted if you would tell me 
what the origin and meaning of my marriage name is. It is 
Lebersfeld. My parents are from Poland.—_MRS. ARTHUR 
LEBERSFELD, S. Orange, N. J. 

LEBERSFELD is derived from Leber. The latter term ig 
identical with the German word for “Liver” but has no connec 
tion with it. Leber is a by-name of the Hebrew name Yehuda. 
Before Jews had permanent family names they used companion 
names. A boy named Yehuda was often given the additional 
name of Leber which he used in his relations with the outside 
world. Why Leber was always the companion name of Yehuda 
(Juda) no one knows. In 1789 when Austrian Jews first took 
permanent family names—the companion names became very, ! 
useful. Many of them who did not know what family name to | 
assume resorted to their old by-names and since they sounded 
German had no difficulty in adopting them forever. In your 
case the name Leber was extended further to include the ters | 
mination “-feld”. This was done because a longer name was 
considered more desirable or distinguished. Others added the 
termination “-stein” or “-berg”’. 

EAR Mr. Pearlroth: I once read a story in which there 

appeared a character whose name was Captain Von Brett 
schneider. In New York, I believe, there are many Jewish 
people with this name, but when we lived in Chicago, this name , 
was held only by non-Jews. I have been wondering for a long 
time how the family came to this name, and why the extreme ,

BRETTSCHNEIDER is a sawyer, a man engaged in sawing 
lumber into planks and boards.

F ALL the values which are important to Jews,

The tremendous sums which 
American Jewry raises for all 
sorts of causés, local, national 
and international, are important 
because the accomplishments 
which these funds make possible 
are important.

jects, one should not lose sight of the fact that giving 
of one’s means for the benefit of others is of im- 
portance also to the giver. It is one very significant 
aspect of living a Jewish life.

Giving to the needy should be taught as soon as 
the child develops the concept of property belonging 
to him. When he has a clear idea that his toys are 
his own, he should be encouraged to give of them to 
the poor child who has none. Letting him be the one 
to put the coins*in the charity box or the beggar’s 
cup can be pointed up as a privilege even before he 
fully realizes the value of money. 

When the child is old enough to have money as 
his own, he should be guided toward contributing a 
share to charity. It should be remembered, of course, 
that a child’s concepts are concrete rather than ab- 
stract, so that the term “charity” needs to be asso- 
ciated with a poor family, a little boy who has no 
father, or some specific situation which he can un- 
derstand. 

THE PARENTS’ EXAMPLE is a most significant 

' factor in the values which the child acquires, What 
the family contributes, and why, might well be a 
topic to discuss at the dinner table or at other occa-

for conversations which include the child. Com. 
mendation of charitable giving by the child “should 
be expressed freely and often. 

The Jewish school should certainly-include charity 
collections in its program of activities, and it is help. 
ful for the children to participate as much as possible 
in the handling and allocation of the funds. The im. 
portant thing to stress in school collections, of course, 
is not the amount contributed, but the sacrifice of 
what would otherwise be spent selfishly. Money 
brought in should be the child’s, not what he has 
persuaded the parent to give him for the collection. 

Charitableness which begins at home and is fos. 
tered by the school will perpetuate a Jewish tradition 
that is cherished by every segment of Jewry.

The special assistance which may be contemplated should be 
directed to some enterprise which is dedicated to helping Israel 
get on its feet economically, thus reducing the volume of “charity”’ 
demands which the country will have to make on Jews overseas 
jn the future. It should be preferably for the younger generation, 
who will be the responsible leaders of tomorrow, It.should avoid 
palliatives or temporary aid, in favor of a long-term program which 
will build dignity, self-respect and self-sufficiency—helping Israel to 
reach the stage where it can more quickly help itself.

READER SAYS OBJECT OF KASHRUTH 
IS MAINTENANCE OF GOOD HEALTH 


@ Editor, Jewish Post: 

The first object of Kashruth is 
the acquisition and maintenance 
of good health in mankind. Rabbi 
Moishe bar Maimon makes this 
clear in Part 3, Moreh Nebuchim 
chapters 26, 27, 33, and 48. The 
Rambam had a_ disconcerting 
habit of employing valid logic 
only; he abjured the fallacies 
(sophistry in effect), as he would 
poison, Notable in modern science 
is the fact that the hog (derived 
from hog “sus. scrofa”, 
Latin) is the source of scrofula, 
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sometimes termed struma. 

Webster’s definition of scrofula 
is: 

“A chronic constitutional dis- 
order in which the lymphatic 
glands degenerate into ulcers 
which heal with difficulty. Many 
other inflammations may develop 
and the weakened system  be- 
comes incapable of resisting in- 
fections. Tuberculosis frequently 
develops.” 

Contrary to popular opinion, 
scrofula is exceedingly prevalent. 
The knife, block, or hands used 
for cutting and handling pork 
contaminate all meat, cheese, or 
other foods contacted. As most 
other meats are frequently under- 
done, inevitable consequence 
where pork intervenes, is infec- 
tion. This includes trichinosis and 
plagues. 

Every Jew, regardless of affilia- 
tion is entitled to this informa- 
tion. This writer is prepared to 
support all other provisions of 
kashruth.

Arabs’ Last Fling 


HE sixth anniversary of the establish- 
ment of Israel comes at a time of cris- 
is in the nation’s short history, yet the 
word, “crisis,’”’ should have little frighten- 
ing power for Israel and for world Jewry 
which for more than 20 years has hardly 
known a moment it was not applicable. 
Gershon Agron, peripatetic publisher 
of The Jerusalem Post threw out the 
thought that the present Arab maneuver- 
ings to eliminate the small state from the 
face of the world, are probably their last 
bold attempt. To use colloquialism, the 
Arabs are shooting the works at the mom- 
ent, he feels. But if their present diplo- 
matic and military demarches fail, there 
should be considerable improvement in 
the near future. 
Very likely there is some vailidity to 
this deduction. Sooner or later, the 


Arabs’ refusal to even concede that there 
is such a nation as Israel is going to arouse 
only laughter, and no nation can afford 
to be made to look ridiculous. 

If Agron’s analysis is correct, it will 
mean a gradual dimunition of the tension 
not alone in the Middle East, but also in 
the American Jewish community. 

Meanwhile the various kinds of sup- 
port the U. S. Jewish community is giy- 
ing the neW state must be maintained, 
From first reports of local campaigns for 
funds, the major share of which go to 
Israel, it seems that the current recession 
is hardly affecting the giving. This is 
good news, and should indicate to the

Bonds Are Booming 


those of you who are inclined to be 
pessimistic about the sale of the new 
Development Issue of Israel bonds, and 
those of you who may be confused by the 
new approach the Financial and Develop- 
ment Corporation for Israel has announ- 
ced, the news from a trial run held in 
Chicago several weeks ago will be heart- 
warming and instructive. 

A group of six Midwestern bond mana- 
gers were brought to Chicago, and each 
given a list of prospects who made pur- 
chase of the previous issue of Israel bonds. 

Without knowing their prospects per- 
sonally as they would in the local com- 
munities from which they were brought— 
a definite handicap—these men made 
what in the canvassing and selling busi- 
ness is called cold calls. 

They explained the new approach, 
which was to concentrate sales among 
large buyers, but not to badger these peo- 
ple by all the well-known fund-rasing 
methods. They would be asked to buy 
and pay for a $1000 bond (guardian) ora 
$10,000 bond (trustee) a year. This elim- 
inates entirely the “commitment to buy” 
which had no financial validity and only 
led to misunderstandings. 


The top sale was $34,000—a $1,000 
bond to 24 persons and one $10,000 sale. 
The next best was $12,000 and that was 
followed by $8,000. The other three bond 
managers fell closely behind. 


The new approach evidently makes 
sense. It eliminates a great deal of the 
expense that went with selling the previ- 
ous issue. 


Of course, the new approach was not 
possible with the first issue. Now there 
are some 600,000 individual bond holders. 
These people have received dividends, 
they now recognize that Israel bonds are 
a double investment for them—financial- 
ly, of course, and secondly in the future of 
Israel. We must admit that the new ap- 
proach didn’t sound so intelligent when 
we first heard about it. But this guy 
Henry Montor should never be undersold. 
He must know what he’s doing. There 
will still be the various dinners, which 
proved so successful in stimulating sales, 
but much of the wasted and costly effort 
of the previous sale will be eliminated. 


It seems to us that it is entirely pos- 
sible that the bond sale could reach its 
$75,000,000 goal for the coming year.

State Department, Israel Discount 
Reported Soviet Release of Jews 


WASHINGTON (JP)—The state department and Israeli govern- 
ment sources have discounted the existence of a rumored Soviet 
plan to allow Rusia’s millions of Jews to emigrate to Israel. 

The report was circulated in a week-end broadcast by columnist 
Drew Pearson, who said United States Ambassador to Russia Charles 


E. Bohlen believed the “offer is 
calculated at throwing the Mid- 
die East fnto turmoil and setting 
off a new war between Jews and 
Arabs.” 

“It was because of Bohlen’s 
telegram that the state depart- 
ment appealed to Israel to 


‘change its present immigration 
“policy of welcoming ill 


Jews 
from any country,” Pearson said 
in his broadcast. 

An Israeli embasSy spokesman 
here said his government knew 
of no such plan as mentioned by 
Pearson. He recalled that only 








Monday Israeli officials told the 
parliament there would be no 
change in immigration policy, 


A state department source told 
The Post that although such an 
offer by Russia “is not incon- 
ceivable,” it would be—for the 
Soviet government—“a change in 
human nature policy.” The Unit- 
ed States spokeSman said the 
state department has checked all 
its sources and can not confirm 
the existence of the reported of- 
fer.

Leon Blum 
(1872-1950) 
HE French Third Republic, in 1936, had to decide between 
two ideologies—Communism or Fascism. Only one man 
could lead France down the middle of the road and that was 
Leon Blum, the first Jew to head a French government. 

He was born in Alsace, the son of a wealthy silk merchant 
of Paris. A brilliant scholar, he attended the exclusive Ecole 
Normale Superieure. After graduation, he gained repute ina 
literary career, and paid no attention to politics. 

The Dreyfuss affair changed all this. Blum passionately 
entered into the debates that were shaking all France. He 
became a lawyer and a Socialist. After his election to the 
Chamber of Deputies, his eloquence, logic and leadership made 
him head of the Socialists in the Chamber—the then dominant 
political group. 

He was elected premier in 1936 and again in 1939. He 
strongly opposed “appeasement” and the Munich pact. He was 
arrested by the Germans in 1940 after Frence fell and was sent 
to prison in Austria. He was released by the Allies in 1945 and 
appointed Ambassador Extraordinary in 1946.

Some of That Old Time Strudel 
May Now Be Easier to Produce

op of my favorite pastimes is exploring 
the feod department of any large market 
or store to see what’s new and useful. In the 
refrigerated food section of a department store 
I recently turned up two items new to me, and 
for which I’m sure we will ,' 
find many uses. One is froz- 
en strudel leaves, kosher 
and pareve. As a_ strudel 
baker who invariably evokes 
unfavorable comparisons 
with “Mama’s” old time 
strudel from my husband, I 
for one will be happy to 
have the difficult part done 
by a professional, while I 
supply the family’s favorite 
fillings. 

The other surprising item is a dessert top- 
ping in an aerosol top can. It looks and tastes 
like whipped cream, but is pareve according to 
the label. Its ingredients are listed as mainly 
soya oil plus sugar and flavoring. Think how 
it can dress up canned fruits, nut cake, sponge 
cake, or even a cup of black coffee after a 
fleishig meal!

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A Rare Opportunity 


HE meeting of leading B’nai B'rith 

representatives from across the Uni- 
ted States in Chicago Thursday and Fri- 
day to effect the organization of the sale 
of Israel bonds was pregnant with more 
significance perhaps than even the B’nai 
B’rith leadership -realizes. 

The order has undertaken to sell $7.5 
million worth of the Israel Development 
Issue. 

This quota will be oversubscribed, we 
believe, and perhaps even before the end 
of 1954. 

When this happens, the B’nai B'rith 
will have established itself as one of if 
not perhaps the most important Jewish 
organization in the U. S. in connection 
with aid to Israel. 

So enthusiastic was the two-day meet- 
ing in Chicago, which was addressed by 
Phil Klutznick, BB president, Maury Al- 


exander, the Order’s Israel Committee 
chairman, Henry Montor and Sam Roth- 
berg, two leading figures in the bond or- 
ganization, that it was necessary for some- 
one to point out that the selling of Israel 
bonds was in addition to, not supplanting, 
present B’nai B’rith programs. 

This is another clear indication that 
when you give an organization a positive 
program which is clearly in the main- 
stream of present-day Jewish life, the or- 
ganization will act like a starving person 
who is offered food. 

This is a rare opportunity for B’nai 
B’rith, and there is no question in our 
minds that the lodge will produce. But 
does the lodge leadership recognize ex- 
actly what is going on and the meaning 
the successful carrying out of this task 
will have for its place in the U. S. and 
world Jewish community. 


Institutes Need Priority 


HE National Academy for Adult Jew- 
ish Studies of the United Synagogue 
of America has sent us a copy of “The 
Laymen’s Institute—An Adventure in 
Jewish Living” and a notice to the effect 
that 30 congregational and regional in- 
stitutes will be sponsored in forthcoming 
months by the Conservative movement. 
The Conservative movement’s inter- 
est in laymen’s institutes goes back some 
years, which means that the figure 30 is 
small. The B’nai B’rith too has under- 
taken the institute program as a major 
national activity, and this year will spon- 
sor a like number of institutes. 
Anyone who has ever attended an in- 
stitue becomes an enthusiastic supporter 


Why then have the institutes not pro- 
liferated so that this year instead of some- 
thing less than a hundred, at least 1000 
rabbis in the U. S. each would be conduct- 
ing institutes? 

Our rabbis deplore the lack of educa- 
tion on things Jewish in their congreg- 
ation. 

Yet an institute would invigorate every 
phase of synagogue and communal activ- 
ity. Ordinary synagogue members who 
heretofore have had to be pushed to do 
even the smallest Jewish obligation are 
transformed into vigorous proponents of 
intense Jewish living.

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It Seems We Are In a Renaissance of Synagogue Building 


By MEYER LEVIN 
AMERICAN SYNAGOGUE FOR TODAY AND 
TOMORROW, edited by Peter Blake. The Union 
of American Hebrew Congregations. $10. 


S the second generations of synagogues is being 
built over the land, people are coming to think 
about the synagogue itself, and the results, trans- 
jated into concrete and glass, are often quite inspir- 
ing. As congregations move out 
from “the old Jewish neighbor- 
hood” to the suburbs, and the 
younger members undertake the 
planning of the new buildings, the 
very existence of the building 
project is likely to bring about 
quite an education in Judaism 
for the members of the building 
eommittee, and part of this is 
transmitted to the entire congre- 
gation, as the building is put up 
and explained. 

Confronted with a building site, the more intelli- 
gent members of the committee are likely to ask 
themselves, what is a synagogue supposed to look 
like anyway? They may have had a brick box, in 
the old building, of maybe a kind of Moorish edifice, 
or maybe even a remodelled church. Somebody, or 
somebody’s wife is likely to ask if there isn’t some 
really traditional form, for the synagogue. And 
when they find out there is no such thing, they are 
more likely to consent to the suggestion to go mod- 
ern.

GOING MODERN is applauded in this guide-book 
for synagogue builders, put out by the Reform con- 
gregations, And indeed some quite exciting things 


are being done in this free and functional vein, in 
the amazing surge of synagogue-building that char- 


acterizes the present decade. 

The Reform guide is stimulating, sensible, and 
highly informative. It contains everything from a 
history of the synagogue to instructions on the use 
of movable partitions. If it had been a little less 
specific, it might have made an extremely interesting 
volume for general circulation. As it is, the inclusion 
of sections on techniques and mechanics, on heating 
and ventilating, will make most people feel that this 
is a specialized book designed only for those actual- 
ly engaged in the construction of a temple. It might 
be a good idea to print a shorter and cheaper edition 
(this one costs $10) for general educational purposes, 
containing everything except the technical material. 
The illustrations, particularly, are interesting, as 
they move from the Beth Alpha designs up to the 
sculptures of Jacques Lipchitz, from the floor plans 
of Solomon’s Temple to the floor plans of Eric Men- 
delsohn’s temple for Dallas, Texas.

SOME OF THE ESSAYS are memorable. Dr, 
Stephen Kayser’s “Art In The Synagogue” is erudite 
and warm, Perival Goodman’s “Character of the Mod- 
ern Synagogue” is at once practical, and devout. 
Rabbi Alexander Kline says things very neatly in 
“The Synagogue In America.” He points out that 
“a minaret on a synagogue (there is one in Chicago) 
is no less incongruous than a belfry ...a synagogue 
having the appearance of a Moorish mosque .is no 
more appropriate than one that looks like a Greek 
temple ... Well-meaning but completely naive efforts 
to create something ‘Jewish’ have too often resulted 
in an architectural mishmash that has been aptly de- 
scribed by the word ‘meshugothic.” 

Goodman, in discussing the function of the syna- 
gogue as a community center, points out that “the 
architect, then, is faced with the difficulty of design- 
ing a building whose primary uses are secular, but 
whose main reason of being is sacred. It is believed 


that the young (for whom, insists the average man, 
the building is being built) will be observant unlike 
the parent. Thus there are two reasons for empha- 
sizing the importance‘ of the prayer hall itself: the 
first immediate, quasi-symbolic; the second because 
of greater future use.

“BUT THE BOLD ARCHITECT will not accept 
such a formfilation. He will discard the divisions of 
profane and and sacred and establish as the basis of 
his design the simple faith that all that happens in 
the precjncts of his plan will be holy, and by so doing 
will rediscover the synagogue as a meeting and learn- 
ing place.” 

While many of the writers remind us that there is 
no traditional form for the synagogue, Dr. Kayser 
points out that a “Jewish” feature was the central 
bimo, from which the word of the Torah was com- 
municated to the congregation. “In the stone syna- 
gogues of Poland, it became the only Jewish con- 
tribution to the history of architecture. There, four 


' strong pillars rose from the corners of the bimo plat- 


form to the vaulted ceiling, supporting the roof struc- 
ture. As the Jewish faith is based upon the Torah, 
the whole building rests on the portion from which 
the Torah is read.” 

Perhaps some young modern will take that as a 
theme for a new synagogue structure. There is, I 
think, a sentiment for the return of the central read- 
ing platform, as something of our own, and as a 
democratic note, in structure. 

One other form is suggested by the Book of Moses 
itself, and that is the tent, or tabernacle. I have re- 
cently seen a design by a very great architect, for a 
synagogue that makes use of this idea. But the an- 
nouncement is a little premature. When it comes, 
in a few weeks, it will add much exciting discus- 
sion to the question of the synagogue building. It 
seems we are in a renaissance.
